Information is not requested concerning such developments coop- 
erative with the Tennessee Valley Authority or with the work of Civilian 
Conservation Corps camps, as the continuation of these is not in question.

A sufficient number of copies of the letter and questionnaire is being 
sent to you for forwarding by you to the agents in counties in which 
this work is under way.
